History of tho Lore Match Between SIlM 


Thackeray and Jlr. Bitchic, Whom She 
Married — The 
Opposition 
of 
Their 


rricnda—An Ideal English Home. 


[Special Correspondence ] 


NEW YORK, Sept 3.—I first met Miss 


Thackeray in Italy, ages ago, when she was 
a strong, hearty, affectionate, whole souled, 
ugly girl of about 15. I had gone to Romo 
to spend some years in tho study ot (tft, and 
had arrived at a fortunate time. Tho Eng- 
lish society in tho Eternal City was excer>- 
tionally brilliant that season. The Brown- 
ings wore there (it was before tho death of 
that rare saintly spirit, Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning), Fanny Komble, Mrs. Adelaide 
Sartoris, her sister, destined to become tho 
mother-in-law of Nelly Grant, Frederick 
Leighton, now Sir Frederick, then at the 
commencement of his brilliant career; Owen 
Meridlth, moro popular then with the gen- 
era! public than tho stately Earl Lytton of 
the present day, and many moro lions and 
notabilities of the highest distinction. 


Suddenly appeared among them Thackeray 


and his two daughters; Annie, tho oldest 
(that dear good Annie to whom so many 
quaint, affectionate allusions aro nrndo in 
these delightful Thackeray letters which 
Scribner has been so good as to do the world 
tho bervico ot publishing), and her younger 
sister, in after years Mrs. Leslie Stephen. 
Their visit was a brief one; they remained 
only about a week, but what a week it was— 
crowded with delights. Thackeray was 
among his familiar friends and admirers; 
they greeted blm with enthusiasm as a mat- 
ter of course, and tho rapid days whirled 
away in ft perpetual round of sight seeing, 
picnics on tho Campagna, rides, drives, mu- 
eicales, and w-hat not; whirled away only too 
rapidly; before we had more than begun to 
realize our good fortune in having them 
with us they were oft—ranishing from our 
borlzon to etar it in some new firmament on 
their rapid tour 
I have always been grateful to have had 


this brief glimpso of Anuio Thackeray in tho 
heydey of her jouth. Although our ac- 
quaintance was so short, her strong person- 
ality left an ineffacablo impression upon my 
mind. The distinguished family TV era a fas- 
cinating trio 
Thackeray were already nc- 


Unovv lodged as one of tho great men of tho 
world. 
His two daughters, genuine girls, 


both of them, of the best type—just such 
girls as Louise Alcott would hav e delighted to 
draw—frank, candid, honest, affectionate, 
kind hearted, iv ore inseparable companions, 
devoted to each other, and worshiping their 
father with more than fljial idolatry. They 
were just as clever too as they could be—this 
need scarcely bo said—well informed, witty, 
observing, full of young fresh aspirations, 
and withal very ardent church women. On 
their first \isit to my studio I remember 
that Aunie quite startled me by inquiring 
earnestly, with a suddenly demure counte- 
nance, whether I was "High or LowJ" This 
query is in fact tho only verbatim remark of 
her brilliant conversation at that period 
which I am able to retail. All absorbed in 
my art studies and completely out of th3 
polo of theological influences, I could not for 
the moment imagine what this overgroifu 
English girl, w. x her earnest eyes and im- 
pressivn domeanor, meant. It was only on 
reflection that it occurred to mo that she was 
troubled about my spiritual welfare, and 
anxiously inquiring whether I belonged to 
tho High or Low English church. 


\VTiat changes had passed over both before 


wo met again I This was not until about 
twelve } -ars ago, when circumstances called 
tne to mako my homo in London. One of my 
first pleasant duties on arriving was to pay a 
visit to my old friend of Roman memory, 
Miss Thackeray; and to my grief and amaze- 
ment I found her stricken down by sorrow 
and ill health. Her father's death, a shock 
to all his friends, a loss to the whole world, 
had completely overwhelmed his tender, lov- 
ing daughter, who resembled him in char- 
acter and inherited no small sharo of his 
brilliant genius; and when, before this deep 
wound was healed, she was called upon to 
mourn the sudden death, under painful cir- 
cumstances, of her beloved sitter, lire. Leslie 
Stephen, tho double blow proved moro than 
she could bear. She had always been deli- 
cate in health after growing to womanhood, 
and now her strength failed utterly; she 
sank into a condition of nervous prostration 
and extreme depression, from which, for a 
time, it seemed unlikely that the would ever 
recover.

There indeed was matter for a jacqueesquo 


homily. Tuo ardent, enthusiastic girl whom 
I remembered to well had far moro than 
fulfilled her early aspirations; tho choicest 
blessings of life had been showered plento- 
oufily upon her head, she had been sur- 
rounded by tUo most ennobling Influences; 
Lad won easily, almost without nu effort, 
world wide celebrity; was even now tho 
most envied and beloved of women, and yot 
midway upon her path she had fallei, 
crushed and broken hearted. It was at tms 
darkest period of her lif a that our second 
meeting occurred. Bhe was thon frequently, 
for days together, unable to leave her room, 
and passed most of her time literally dis- 
solved In tears. 


What the poor woman needed was a new, 


powerful Influence, able to renovate her 
whole nature and withdraw her from brood- 
Ing upon ths past, and tho need was responded 
to by love. Like Mrs. Browning before her, 
shfl was saved to her friends, the world, and 
the world of letters, by a happy marriage, I 
am not aware how widely known tho cireum- 
etances of Hr«.

Mr. Richmond 
Ritchie, now her husband, at tuft timo her 
lover and her second cousin moreover, had 
cherished from his boyhood a romantic pas- 
skm for his gifted relative. Handsome, cul- 
tured with a winning address, fine character^ 
and abilities, but one objection could be urged 
against him, and that the apparently insuper- 
able one that he was greatly her junior.

hackeray herself held sternly that the dis- 


parity of years between them, and her deli- 
ate health, were obstacles to their union that
